Apartment Complex Proposal 


The Elba City Council met 


Alabama Tuesday night with only Coun- 


cilman Charles Kehnett mis- 
sing. He was reported to be on 
the sick list. 

Mr. Hal Cannon of Southern 
Housing Partnerships in Bir- 
mingham appeared before the 
council and asked for options on 
city-owned property along Ad- 
kinson Street. He told the 
Council of plans to apply for 
federal funding to construct 
apartments in the area. 

According to Cannon, the 
seyen-county Wiregrass area 
received most of the allocations 
‘for federal funding this year, 
and Elba was high on the list of 
need. He noted his firm 
planned to build an apartment 
complex where 20% of the 
apartments would qualify for 
rent subsidies. The other 80% 


would pay the full rent regard- 
less of their income level. The 
apartments would be one, two, 
three and four-bedroom units. 
Some would be equipped to 
accomodate handicapped occu- 
pants, 

On a motion by Councilman 
Jimmy Wise, the Council unan- 
imously approved granting an 
option to the firm for six 
months. The price was not set, 
but all agreed it would be ‘‘at 
fair market value.”’ 

Cannon said an application 
would be filed with HUD, and if 
approved, the apartments would 
be built, and if not, the option 


would be canceled immediately. © 


He had also asked for an option 
oncity-owned property on 
Tucker Street, but councilmen 
felt this should not be done until 
the location of proposed shop- 


ping centers had been settled,

In August of 1947 a Vacation Bible School was conducted at 
Newbia, probably the first in the history of the church, Miss Laurice 
Cain of Basin served as principal, assisted by the Director and his 


wife. We drove over the community and picked up the children. At 


one time we had nineteen in the car at one time, but we reached 
most of the children in the general area. The enrollment was 


thirty-six, with an average attendance of thirty-three. 


There was one girl who rode with us who was about fourteen or 


fifteen years of age. Several years later the church was without a 
pastor, and we returned to conduct the Bible School. We picked upa 
five or six year-old boy. After a few days we learned that he was the 


son of the girl that rode with us in 1947, an example of how time 
flies. 


No pastor was listed for 1951. Rev. Ben Benson was the next 
pastor, He also served Hebron Church, and preached at Newbia on 
two Sunday afternoons a month. He seryed the church through 1954 
later changing to morning services. 


Rey. Culon Davis, a native of Coffee County, was called as 
pastor on November 3, 1955, and served until 1957, Newbia reached 
its highest attendance during his ministry, Ben Benson was called 
again on April 30, 1957 and served for about a year this time. 
Houston C, Yohn of Troy was the next pastor. He was called in May 
of 1958 and served through 1960. Earl Minshew of Texas, who was 
pastor of Bluff Springs for a while, also served Newbia for a short 
period. He then resigned both churches, and returned to Téxas. Roy 


P. Reeves of Enterprise, better known as “Skip Reeves,’’ preached 
at Newbia for a short time. 


Rex Bryan, a local boy, was pastor in 1961, having been 
ordained by the Newbia Church on December 13, 1959. He began 
his service in April, 1961 and served until the fall of 1965. 


R. A. Davis was called as pastor in December of 1965 and served 
until May 10, 1970. He was also a native of Coffee County, and grew 
up in the Mt. Gilead Community. : 

Rey. Elbert Smith of Opp became pastor in September of 1970. 
He had not been ordained at the time, and for personal reasons was 
not ordained until July 1, 1973, but continued to serve the church 
during the interval. Smith had perhaps the longest pastorate in the 
history of the church, during his term of office. He resigned to 
accept the Friendship Church, also in Coffee County, and began his 
service there on January 20, 1978. 


Among those who have served as deacons over the years are: 
Baxter Bryan, Richmond Mack, Ed S. Bryan, Colbert Nelson, 
Barnard Bowers, A.C. Wilson, Victor Adcock, Burin Bowers, 
Archael Kilcrease, Eddie Powell, Code Nelson, Donnie Marler, who 
has since been ordained to preach and is now pastor in Crenshaw 
County. Other deacons are Glaster Compton, William Rex Bolling 
and Alcus Bryan, who is now chairman of deacons.

Among those who have served as Director are 
Mrs. Brunise Bryan, Archael Kilcrease, James Adcock, Rex Bryan, 
Shelby Bryan and Donnie Marler. 


While serving as Director of Missions for the Coffee County 
Association the writer tried to make contact with all of the churches 
at least once a month. On one occasion we had gone to Newbia on 
some matter of business. It was in the summer and a quick thunder 
shower came up. It rained hard for some ten minutes or more, and 
then stopped. We had to go up a very muddy hill. By careful driving 
we made it about two-thirds of the way up, but could get no farther. 


So we decided to back down the hill. The road was narrow and 
soon we were about to slide into the road ditch. We got out and 
found a long pole, and a slab. By putting these alongside the wheels 
were able to back the length of the car. Then we had to get out and 
repeat the process. Jt took about an hour to get down the hill to 
where we could turn around and drive out the way we had come. 
But we had on low-cut, white, ventilated shoes -- that is, they were 
white when we first got out of-the car. . . So much for the roads in 
those days before they were paved.

Most households receiving, 


public assistance checks 
through the Department of 
Pensions and Security will 
receive two payments from the 
agency in February. One will be 
the regular assistance check, 
and. the other will be a s: 
one-time-only check to help with 
paying fuel expenses. 

“Our agency is able to assist 
poor people with this extra 
money for fuel expenses 
because of federal funds made 
available through a law passed 
in November,"’ Ron Smith, 
Coffee County Pensions and 
Security Director, explained. 
“The extra check wil go to 
recipients of Aid to Dependent 
Children and recipients of state 
assistance to the aged, blind 
and disabled."’ 

Fuel assistance for single- 
person households in these 
categories will amount to 
approximately $34. Multiple- 
person households will receive 
approximately $68. 

“This is a one-time-only 
payment that will go out in 
ebruary,'’ Smith stated. ‘The 
payment will be made in a 
mailing separate from the 
regular check and will include a 
notice explaining the intended 
use of the funds.'’ The Director 
added that all checks from 
Pensions and Security are 
mailed from the state office in 
Montgomery and not from the 
county office. 

Smith said that the fuel 
assistance will be financed 
entirely with federal funds made 
available through Public Law 
96-126, the Low Income Energy 
Assistance Act. Statewide, 
about 70,000 households will 
benefit from fuel assistance 
through Pensions and Security 
amounting to about $4.3 million.

Beef Producers Must Sign 
Soon If They Wish To Vote 


Beef producers who wish to 
vote in an upcoming referendum 
should register between 
January 28 and February 6 at 
the local office of the Agricul- 
tural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Service (ASCS). 

Rollan Day, Chairperson of 
the Coffee County ASC Com- 
mittee, said the producers will 
vote by secret ballot February 
19-22 on whether they want a 
nationally coordinated beef 
research and information pro- 
gram. A similar referendum, 
conducted in 1977, did not 
receive the required two-thirds 
approval, although it was 
favored nationally by 56.4 
percent of voting producers. 
Since that time, the Beef 
Research and Information Act 
has been amended so that a 
majority of producers will be 
sufficient for approval, 
according to Day. 

“Rules for registering and 
yoting have changed,’’ the 
ASCS official said. It was 


determined that 10 days would 
be sufficient for all producers to 
register and that the four-day 
voting period whould result in a 
more efficient voting procedure 
and reduce administrative costs, 
“Copies of referendum rules 
can be obtained from our 
office,’’ he said. 

Registration and voting can 
be completed by mail if informa- 
tion and ballots are requested in 
advance, 

The Beef Research and 
Information program would be 
adminstered by a board of up to 
68 producers and five non- 
voting consumer advisors. Each 
state would be represented on 
the board in proportion to its 
share of the cattle industry. The 
program would be funded by 
assessments based on the value 
of cattle sold. 

All sellers in the marketing 
chain would be assessed and the 
buyer at the point of slaughter 
would deduct the total assess- 
ment and forward it to the 


board, Day said, Any producer 
could request and receive a 
refund of the assessment paid.

Stripes For Credits 


Young men and women with 
college credits may apply for 
enlistment in the Air Force at 
ranks above normal entrance 
levels according to local Air 
Force Recruiter, Staff Sergeant

The Air Force started the 
new ‘‘Stripes for College 
Experience’ for people without 
prior military service to imporve 
opportunities for highly 
qualified people joining the Air 
Force. 

Those with 45 semester or 67 
quarter hours may now apply for 
enlistment as an Airmen First 
Class (AIC), two steps above’ 
normal entry level. Twenty 
semester or 30 quarter hours 
may qualify for enlistment as 
Airmen. 

People with families qualify- 
ing for the rank of A1C will start 
earning $776.70 per month and 
allowances, while an Airmen 
will earn $757.20 per month. 

All Air Force enlistees earn 
four college semester hours 
upon completing six weeks of 
basic training. Airmen finishing 
Air Force Technical Schools 
earn credits through the 
Community College of the Air 
Force (CCAF).

Community Effort Supports Rural Fire Fighters In Henderson

Last Saturday morning 


across the county line in the, it was time for a traditional ‘salt 


fish and biscuit'’ breakfast to 
raise money for the insurance 
payment of the all-volunteer 


community fire department. 

The small town of Hender- 
son is much older than its much 
larger and growing neighbor, 
Troy, but is not large enough for 
any tax base to support emer- 
gency facilities. About ten 
years ago Henderson Fire and 
Rescue was incorporated. Since 
that time they have neither 
asked for nor received any 
county funds for the operation of 
the department. 

They received two vehicles 
from the state forestry depart- 
ment and are checked regularly 
to insure they are maintaining 
these properly and are using 
them for fire-fighting as desig- 
nated. All gas money, in- 
surance money, repair money, 
is raised with gatherings such as 
the Saturday morning breakfast, 
barbecues, etc. 


The meetings are held in the 
Henderson Community Center 
which still looks a lot like a rural 
schoolhouse of the 1930's, It is, 
in fact, the building that was left 
from the consolidation of 
schools. The building was 
dedicated in 1931 to Governor 
Charles Henderson, a native of 
the county, and a plaque still 
hangs precariously on the hall 
wall commemorating that dedi- 
cation. 

Square dances and barbe- 
cues are held regularly at the 
center with profits going to 


community needs such as the 
fire department. When there is 
need for the fire department, a 
call is made to one of several 
people who quickly pass the 
word to other members of the 
department, who, incidentally, 
have paid dues for the privilege 
of being a firefighter. The first 
fire fighter to arrive at the 
“downtown”’ parking place for 
the fire trucks cranks the truck 
and proceeds to the scene of the 
fire without waiting for others to 


_ arrive. When the others arrive 


and find the truck gone, they 
just fall in line and follow to the 
scene of the reported fire. 

Success of the department 
has been remarkable with the 
work becoming much easier 
with the installation of the rural 
water works in the community. 
Prior to that time the fire trucks 
were refilled from the closest 
creek with hopes that the truck 
didn’t get stuck after loading 
and that the house didn’t burn 
down uuring the slow re-tilling 
process. 


This newspaper has been 
askedwhy Coffee County 
doesn’t have a single rural 
fire-fighting organization, and 
we went to our neighboring Pike 
County to find the problems; but 
they seem to be as non-existent 
as rural firefighters in Coffee 


County. Once they  incor- 
porated, the only thing they get 
from the politicians is an 


occasional ‘‘thank you’’
